Glacier  County 

Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  Glacier  County  is  Montana's  13th 
most  populous  with  1 3,247  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Cut  Bank,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  26th  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  3,105.  The  city  is  47  miles  east  of  Glacier  National  Park  on  U.S. 
Highway  2  and  40  miles  south  of  the  Canadian  border.  Glacier  County  is 
home  to  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Tribe. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1919  and  named  for  Glacier 
National  Park.  The  authors  add  Cut  Bank  takes  it  names  from  the  Cut 
Bank  Creek,  described  by  the  Blackfeet  as  "'the  river  that  cuts  into  white 
clay  banks.'" 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Glacier 
County  households  in  1997  was  $22,491.  The  county  is  3,037.1  square 
miles  in  area;  2,994.7  square  miles  in  land  area  and  42.4  in  inland  water 
area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to  the 
Western  Regional  Climate  Center,  the  average  daily  low  in  Cut  Bank 
(airport  readings)  in  January  between  1961  and  1990  was  7.4  degrees 
above  zero.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  was  79.0  degrees  above.  The 
annual  precipitation  during  the  same  period  was  1 1 .79  inches.  The  growing 
season  was  from  May  25  to  Sept.  13  (last  and  first  frost).
